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Prison Management and Discipline, Medical Colleges In Massachusetts may 
— Issue. Diplomas to Persons Ignorant of 


tho Theory and Practice of Medicine. 


A.special dispateh to the Chicago Tribune 
from Boston, Mass., seta forth а lamentable 
fact, The Bellevue Medical College was 
brought to publie attention again by pro- 
ceedings in the United States Commlssfoner s v 
Court against the corporators and officers for 
using the mails for fraudulent purposes, 
They wore discharged, and there will now 
probably be criminal libel suits against the 
only Boston paper which charges them with 
lesuing bogus diplomas. Evidence was offer- 
ed by the Government and not contradicted, 
to the effect that the “college” hid isnued 
degrees and diplomas to individuals gromly 
Ignorant of the theory and practico of modi- 
eino, and after а fareleal course of instruc- 
tion covering a fow weeks or lom. Tho de- 
fendants elaimed simply that they were em- 
powered to do all that was alleged by the 
laws of Massachusetts. It appeared that the 
institution wae legally incorporated, and 
that according to the corporation laws and 
its charter, it enjoys all the privileges of 
other medical colleges, This was admitted 
by the Government attorney, "We must then 
sitin Judgment upon the law of Massachn- 
setta," commented Commissioner Mallet in 
rendering his deeivion, "The State has au- 
thorized this college to issue degrees, and it 
has been done necording to logal right. It 
Cannot be argued that the lace b 
any more than an allopath can elai 
homeopathie college issues degrees fri 
lently, The law makes the facuity of the 
college the sole judges of the eligibility of 
Wplicanls for diplomas, There 19 no legal 
restriction, no legal requirement, If the 
faculty choose to ismo degrees to incompe- 
tent pesons, the laws of Massachusetts au- 
thorize It, This is not, therefore, a scheme 
to defraud under the statute, The defend- 
ante are discharged.”
